Even  more  important  than  this 
was  the  fact  that  we  were  beginning  to  separate  to  go  into  our  special  assign- 
ments. Some  were  off  to  O.  R.,  some  to  O.  B.,  and  some  to  State  Hospital. 

Then  came  the  gala  event — our  Junior-Senior  which  was  held  at  the  Woman's 
Club,  music  by  Woody  Hayes.  Even  through  our  happiness  came  a  spark  of  sad- 
ness because  we  were  bidding  our  Seniors  farewell  and  the  faint  strains  of 
"Goodnight  Ladies"  proved  to  be  a  final  touch. 

Let  us  not  forget  our  informal  but  impressive  ceremony  June  8,  1952  when 
our  big  sisters  pinned  our  black  bands  on  our  caps  to  designate  us  as  Seniors. 

Our  Senior  year  was  filled  with  many  hours  of  work  which  was  brightened 
by  many  unforgettable  high-lights  of  graduation.  We  all  enjoyed  a  nice  dance 
at  the  Raleigh  Country  Club  given  us  by  the  Junior  Class,  May  22,  1953. 

The  date  had  been  set — !  The  Baccalaureate  sermon  was  delivered  Sunday 
morning,  May  31,  1953,  at  Edenton  Street  Methodist  Church  and  Graduation 
exercises  were  held  at  Meredith  College  Auditorium  June  5,  1953. 

The  flame  has  lighted  our  paths  with  a  bright  glow  through  our  three  years 
here  at  Rex.  As  it  flickers  briefly  on  the  shadows  we  cast  as  we  go  through  the 
door  to  the  future,  the  class  turns  in  deepest  appreciation  to  -our  two  sponsors, 
Miss  Rebecca  Perry  and  Dr.  Alfred  T.  Hamilton,  who  have  always  been  there 
with  a  helping  hand. 

The  flame  is  dying  now,  but  we  can  still  see  in  our  minds  the  54  frightened 
girls  who  entered  training  and  the  31  women  who  leave.
